0n A Balcony is devoted to the 14th century and the Pharaoh Ikhnaton, 
his sister-wife Nefertiti, the sculptor Tutmose, and the rivalry his religion of 
Aton brought to Egypt and its then current cult of Amon: Segaki is also 14th century 
but Japanese and concerned with the abbot Muchaku Hojo's flight from his monastery 
while the Samurai are invading. Both depend not on the story implicit in a historical 
novel but upon the study of the individual of that time and of the nature of things 
as they impinge upon that individual's awakening from conditioned thought. Balcony, 
in presenting Ikhnaton's imposition of a new religion upon those who look on him as 
a god, has perhaps a greater vitality; Segaki, in Muchaku's physical, symbolical and 
mystical adventurings, seems shadowier with incidents along the way achieving a 
brilliance against the dimness, and the publisher's subtitling it "A Zen Novel" is a 
bid for current attention.

At its head is Joe Duffield, a Senator who retires in order 
to do so; representing the League for Raciai Justice is colored Ned Tarver whom Duffield 
had known as a friend in law school. The local Judge's delaying action, a liberal news- 
paperman's crusading editorials, a Labor organizer, a college president, and other 
citizens take part in the issues which often confuse black with Red. There is the pre- 
dictable progression of events- from the first anonymous letters which Tarver receives; 
to the demonstration against a Negro enrolled at a local teacher's college; to the final 
flare of violence- the burning of some Negro homes and the lynching of Ned Tarver..... 
It is too bad that the characters are not much more than the labels of their stance, but 
the handling is workmanlike and the intentions worthy.

The Europeans, who lost their identities as well as their possessions, 
are the German Jews- and this is a devastating look at Berlin today and at two of 
the dispossessed who returned there; Hugo Krantz, formerly a bright young man in 
the theatre-- and Martin Stone, ne Silberstein, who is now sharing his pension only 
for the short period in which he attempts to collect his restitution. Both of them, 
in returning to the scene of their rejection, are attempting to redeem themselves; 
Hugo, his talent killed, is trying to pin the generic guilt of the Germans on his 
own private betrayal- that of the young man, Putzi Von Schlesinger, with whom he had 
been involved- homosexually, and who had contributed to his humiliation at the hands 
of the Gestapo.

Cousin of Cavour, daughter of the Piedmont partisan Oldoini family, Virginia

tiglione, and is singled out by Cavour to keep Napoleon III distracted from forming an 
Austrian alliance and sent to France to seduce him. Her gambits and wiles to attract 
the Emperor's notice - after a pregnancy has delayed the plan - and her upward progress 
into the ranks of celebrities, her capitulation to the ruler's personality and charm, 
her spying for Cavour and the blanking out of her marriage (Francis has been kept under 
wraps as companion for hero-rogue King Victor Emmanuel) are accompanied by all sorts of 
diplomatic sidesteps and international danger points, attempts on Napoleon's life and his 
own problems with the Empress. With the disasters of war, the persistance of Griscelli 
of the secret police, the theft of Nicchia's secret papers and a last attempt to kill 
Napoleon, Nicchia has no choice left but to give up her imperial idol and return to an 
Italy near its ambition of unification. A heavy ladling of history and court scenes take 
the place of a well developed and handled story.

A marvelous, bizarre, witty, and free-swinging fantasy concerning Cosimo, 
the eldest son of a noble family, who, in a moment of rebellion, vows to live out 
his life up in the trees- and does so. This habitat is by no means so limiting as 
it might seem. Branchy freeways connect him with orchards, villa gardens, and dense 


forests; and if height gives him a different viewpoint it is only the better to 


expound it. A will freed, except for the self-imposed rule that he is never to touch 
the ground, his domestic arrangements rival those of the Swiss Family Robinson, 
Tarzan and Mowgli; but his meanings and style are closer to those of Cervantes and 
Voltaire.

Flor is the daughter of a 
foolish and selfish former belle, Bonnie, whose husband divorced her (and in effect Flor) 
when she had an affair with a man she didn't even love. Because of the scandal, Bonnie 
took Flor off to Europe and raised her, rather haphazardly, there. Bonnie hangs on to 
Flor at the same time that she avoids all maternal responsibility for her. All of this 
has a disastrous effect on Flor, which a marraige when she is 24, to a Jewish businessman 
despised by her mother, does little to help. The first section is told through the eyes 
of Flor's cousin, George, and concentrates on a day in Venice when he was 7 and Flor was 
14. The second section, the least like a short story in structure, gives the most moving, 
direct and complex view of Flor's relationship with her mother and her husband and leads 
directly up to the breakdown. The third section, an excellent short story which reads 
as though the whole book sprang from it, goes back to the summer when Flor met her husband. 
And the last section shows George again, now 19, having dinner with Flor's mother and 
husband after she has gone to a sanitarium. Probably this odd organization is meant to 
show a fragmented personality, but the fragmentation happens to the novel and not to Flor.... 
Portions of the book appeared in The New Yorker and while it is not altogether successful, 
it should appeal to readers of taste and sensibility.

Here is a novel of re-creation of Napoleon's cavalry, the famous French 
Hussars of the Grande Armee, which makes one feel that the author was there himself 
throughout three years of campaigning. Philippe de Maunoury became General Iasalle's 
aide-de-camp, and it is his story and that of the intrepid sabre general, who was 
killed at 34, after earning sufficient fame and glory for ten men. From Prenzlau 
and Stettin, Eylau and Warsaw, Madrid and Medellin - and finally Wagram, the cry of 
Vive L'Empereur carried Napoleon's forces in victory over most of Europe, though the 
Spanish campaign was a disaster brought about by Spain's defection to the British- 
and Wagram saw a turning point. Napoleon occasionally crosses the pages, and the 
continuing loyalty of the fans will claim this for their Napoleonic libraries. But 
chiefly it is a panoramic novel of campaigns, of close-fought battles, of men in 
command and the day by day life of the cavalrymen who were known as "the proud 
canaries". There is violence here and ruthlessness, there is gaiety and zest for 
life; there is vengefulness and hatred; and the whole passage from town to town is 
highlighted by fleeting romance, by lust and passion.

A spinster of 53, Edith Crannick first withstands, then submits to the 
casual approaches of skirt-chasing Leopold Darkin on an Irish holiday. Passion be- 
comes singular, for on their return to London, it is she who obsessively pursues 
and who is rewarded for her attempts to escape her bondage to her mother and her 
unmarried state by a complete retreat from normalcy. Believing Leo, she is impatient 
for the divorce from his wife to start; tolerates Leo's young daughter and her cat; 
and is increasingly annoyed at her 82 year old mother's demands. The break comes when 
Edith discovers Leo's duplicity, not only about his wife refusing to divorce but 
about his other female amusements, and she becomes increasingly ruthless. Trying to 
bribe the wife, putting the cat away, buying her wedding dress, dictating to his 
lawyer, locking Leo in his own house, and finally, dreaming of independence from her 
mother, she finds murder is her weapon and insanity her refuge. An able successor 
to her volume of short stories, Dangerous Worlds (1958), this is not everywhere as 
strong as it starts out to be but compensates for this minor lack in its stark set- 
tings and convincing straightforwerdness. There have been other versions of this 
theme but this holds up.

These five tales taken from the folk lore of the Negro peoples of the 
Caribbean Islands are presumably African in origin, although they also reveal the 
influences of the native Indians and those who have come to these islands as 
settlers and slaveholders from many nations. The first tale, "Papa Bois", is a 
creation story set in the jungles of Trinidad "in a time before anyone remembers"; 
"Choucin" tells the harrowing experiences of a beautiful, young mulatto woman in 
1791, at the time when Haiti was St. Dominique and the slaves revolted against their 
French masters. The third and fourth tales, slightly less appealing than the others, | 
reveal some of the superstitions which have bound these people's lives, and the last / 
is a delightful story of Mistress Erzulie, the Haitian goddess of love.

Young Bascomb McGoslin, whose mother dies of cancer and whose father is an 
incurable alcoholic, is brought up in New York by Sean, his Irish grandfather; he has a 
turbulent, but heartfelt affair (at 17) with June Cyzmanski, the sensitive daughter of 
a crude, nouveau riche used-car dealer, gets a job after high school graduation as a 
clerk in a Catholic publishing house and, overwhelmed by "the calm and quiet and order- 
liness" of an Anchorite monastery in New Jersey which he visits on business, decides to 
break away from his life of "sin" and become a Titan priest. The author devotes the re- 
maining three-quarters of the book to Bascomb's first year at the monastery - the people, 
duties, and studies which contribute to his emotional and intellectual emergence as a 
man. The style of Bascomb's narrative - his self-conscious but extremely honest manner 
of thinking - his sense of humor, and his search for simplicity and happiness with him- 
self are very reminiscent of Saul Bellows' Augie March. His ultimate decision to leave 
the priesthood is thoroughly consistent with the character that William Kelley has so 
roundly drawn, and, except for a somewhat tedious beginning, this should be solid and 
provocative entertainment for mature readers.

Mary Bravender, a lovely Scottish lass who has lost her last relation, sails 
to New Zealand in 1862 to marry an English gentleman-farmer she has seen only briefly. 
She meets handsome, lean, witty Chase Pendennis, an American with Maori blood in hin, 
but dislikes him because he dares to speak ill of her intended. She marries and quickly 
finds that her spouse is a brutal, jealous drunkard. In due time he is tomahawked by 
a Maori raiding party, but it takes about 200 more pages of backing and filling before 
Mary realizes that Chase is the man she ought to have married in the first place. She is 
presumably an intelligent girl, but her stupidity in this respect - and the author's 
endless contrivances to delay the inevitable - will try any reader's patience. Neverthe- 
less there is a lot of background color, what with complicated Maori uprisings in which 
our Mary is always getting involved. One memorable scene describes with relish the 
cooking and eating of a young Maori brave, complete with helpful hints on how to preserve 
the juices... This is a rambling, well-intentioned, old-fashioned tale, not for the 
squeamish or the impatient.

This is one of Frannie's many offhand observations, Frannie- who at thirty- 
looks like a little kid with big glasses and bitten nails; who has a Thing about 
lions (she also dreams about them); whose untidy house (she has three youngsters- 
and a forbearing husband, Marc) and unruly remarks make her a conversation piece in 
Wingo, a small progressive project outside of Philadelphia's and whose cockeyed charm 
finds Jo, who tells her story, susceptible. Jo is forty odd, a homely woman married 
to a beautiful man, and she walks out on her husband Brad and moves in with Frannie 
after Frannie has been one of his many infidelities- hurt more by Frannie's dis- 
loyalty than Brad's faithlessness. The friendship between Frannie and Jo endures, 
excludes Marc- even after Jo finds a small apartment of her own and a new man- the 
echo of Frannie. It is only some weeks later that Frannie, with her fondness for 
probing, for asking unanswerable questions, for armchair analysis, recognizes the 
real character of their attachment- inadmissible as it has been and unacceptable as 
it is.....

THE PIEBALD STANDARD $5.00 


The story of the Knights Templar is the story of the five Crusades and in 
its final chapters, that of the bitter rivalry between the Church and the Crown of 
France. Much of: it is fascinating reading, a portrait of an age, a way of life, an 
interpretation of its philosophy, and successive vignettes of the men who made its 
history. Two centuries are compassed, centuries that saw vast changes and that to 
modern readers seem very remote in the manipulations of causes to personal ends. 
There is almost complete disintegration, for the reader, of any belief that ideals 
played much part in the Crusades, or that many of the leaders were inspired by much 
more than a thirst for power, a fear of threat of peril to their souls, superstition 
that the holy places must come under Christian dominance. The New Jerusalem was no 
more a spiritual city but an earthly one as the new threats to the pilgrims brought 
the need for the soldiers of the Lord into dominance. And the Knights Templar came 
into being. At first the strictness of the rule kept them to their goal but as 
generation succeeded generation and their power and riches mounted they became a 
threat to Church and Crown and ultimately, and in all their vaunted strength they 
fell. It is too detailed, too confused a story, but here it is in its entirety, 
for those who want to know it.

A massive work, very Russian in feeling, by a member of the same family to 
which Leo Tolstoy belonged. Its subject is Peter the Great and the land he ruled - 
the barbaric, brutal, backward Russia which he tried to kick and bribe and lead to a 
respected place among the nations of Europe. The story begins with Peter, a baby, 1 
surrounded by enemies, and breaks off, still unfinished at the author's death in 1945, 
with Peter about 40, just after the triumphant conquest oi Swedish held Narva. The 
novel is constructed like a mosaic of several hundred short scenes which slowly make 
up a picture of a whole nation, its priests, soldiers, Czarinas, peasants, merchants, 
enemies, and allies, and its varied landscapes and seasons.

This is a Canadian What Makes Sammy Run, set in Montreal- covering the years 
from 1947 to 1951. At 15, Duddy, through petty persecution, manages to bring about the 
death of one of his teachers, but it is as a natural born go-getter and money-maker that 
he really hits his stride in pushing people around and using them. He sets himself up as 
an independent movie producer, filming bar-mitzvahs and weddings for the Jewish community 
of the city. His driving motive is to make enough money to buy up the land around an un- 
touched lake ("A man without land is nothing" his grandfather has told him) and build a 
children's camp, a hotel, a synagogue, a movie house, etc. There is a faithful French- 
Canadian girl who loves him and whom he uses; there is the big time racketeer he beats out; 
there is Duddy's father, a taxi driver; his brother who is the hope of the family- studying 
to be a doctor; his rich uncle, his old immigrant grandfather, and so on. The material in 
fact is familiar. But even if there are no surprises, Mr. Richler has such a way with his 
writing, particularly his dialogue, and such an intimate sense of his characters, that he 
carries the reader to the end- in spite of the plot cliches along the way.

A novel of compassion and great violence takes place in a Dublin tenement 
during Easter week- 1916, but the inhabitants of this tenement are less concerned with 
the abortive rebellion swirling about them than with their own chronic battles against 
loneliness, poverty and each other. Among the characters whose lives come to crisis- 
often horribly- are John Goss, a young rebel hunted to his death; his gentle sister, Mollo;

divides his tove between three women; and Christina Swords, a tormented, middle-aged woman.

Meg Latimer, who gave her the work- and the heroin; and finally Keerson, her last customer, 
who provided the props (the dress, the pyx, etc.) before pushing her over the ledge.....

Originally presented under the auspices of the Lowell Institute in Boston, in 
January, 1956, as a series of 8 lectures, this book concentrates on particular works of 
8 artists - Pisanello, Leonardo, Raphael, Durer, Rembrandt, Watteau, Degas, and Picasso - 
who have been chosen as representatives of the "highest achievements in European draughts- 
manship" from the 15th to the 20th centuries. The 308 illustrations are beautifully re- 
produced, and each has been carefully chosen to illuminate a particular point in the text 
(as the slides were used to illustrate the original lectures) by the author, who is an 
expert in the field of "Master Drawing" and is currently a Professor of Fine Arts and 
Curator of Prints at the Fogg Art Museum of Harvard University. Most enjoyable for the

The Treasury and the Great Depression 


The author of Joe Tumulty and the Wilson Era has here undertaken the stu- 
pendous task of editing, excerpting and organizing the papers and diaries of perhaps 
the most prolific record keeper of our era in public life. Franklin Roosevelt's 
Secretary of the Treasury gave Blum some 800 volumes of facts, figures and infor- 
mation to sift through for an amazing story of the part Morgenthau played in guiding 
the treasury through many vicissitudes:- the Depression and the nation's unemployment 
crisis; the purchase of gold- and later silver; the tripartite pact to stimulate 
exchange; the quest- of how, where and what to spend in conjunction with the Hopkins' 
and Ickes' programs; the fight to keep China going after Manchuria; the support of 
France and England after Munich. For this carries on only to 1938. It is often 
tough sledding - but in final analysis well worthwhile for this inside story of yet 
another facet of the Roosevelt years. Morgenthau emerges as honest, efficient, 
courageous, ready to oppose the President when necessary, and his role in holding 
the country's financial program in control is commendable. Certainly a book for the 
student of the period, though one questions a wide general interest. Volume Two 
promises more controversial material.

THE TASTE OF ASHES $3.95 


Sportscaster Bill Stern who held the lead in his field for close to twenty 
years reviews them- along with his decline, fall and comeback, in what is by now a 
familiar stance and sequence. Even so, along with its celebrity interest, it has its 
human appeal. Stern, while not excusing himself, nor dismissing the psychological factors 
he later came to recognize and understand, blames a first doctor for the introduction to 
morphine- excessively administered- after the accident which (again this doctor's negli- 
gence) led to the amputation of his leg; a second medical man, this time a specialist, 
made a "legal addict” of Stern in his weekly examinations for a kidney stone condition. 
And in between, the pain from both, along with the pace and pressure of his work (radio, 
TV, occasionally Hollywood) brought him to a too great dependence on sleeping medicines. 
Stern kept functioning- but by 1956 cracked; so did his career- and the courage of his ey 
wife. So that after two shorter periods in private institutions, he agreed to enter 
Hartford's Institute for Living and make a real effort toward a permanent cure. An 
intelligent psychiatrist's realization that the sedation was as much of a crutch as the 
morphine, and that there were deeper problems involved, finally helped to make his re- 
habilitation secure and complete..... It's hard to say whether the market has formed the 
habit- or lost it- for this kind of exposure-expose; in any case, there are more elements 
of sportsmanship than sensationalism in this one.

This book will evoke a great deal of commentary among those still arguing the 
pros and cons of Allied strategy in World War II. Prepared by a group of historians 
writing for the Office of the Chief of Military History, the book attempts to trace the 
how, when and why of twenty major military decisions on both sides of the battle lines. 
Some of the writing, unfortunately, is much too academic and reads like long memoranda. 
Nevertheless the basic material is here and the subject matter inherently fascinating. 
The reader will gain much insight in the complex matter of carrying on a world war; he 
will also see how a few men in key positions can determine the course of history and 
the fate of millions by decisions based on judgments anywhere from irrational to sound; 
he will be left to wonder- for example- why such a defeatist general as Lucas was chosen 
to lead the daring Anzio action when it was obvious that he would only lead it to 
failure. This is an important book of World War II documentation which opens a Pandora's 
box of unanswered but crucial questions.

THE FLIGHT OF THE SMALL WORLD $3.95 


This is a deftly handled account of a highly improbable adventure: the journey 
of three men and one woman across the Atlantic in 1958 by balloon and small boat. The 
Mudies and Eiloart and his son were all skilled sailors but their knowledge of balloons 
wes appallingly slight when they decided to attempt to break the balloon distance and 
duration record. The obstacles seemed insurmountable: the expense of materials for the 
balloon which they finally assembled in Eiloart's living room; construction of a suitable 
seaworthy craft in place of a basket - or a “car"; qualifying for the balloonist's license; 
selection of a proper take-off site. Twenty-one months after their flight was first 
planned they ascended from a beach in the Canary Islands and were blown by the trade winds 
half-way across the Atlantic when they were forced down in a storm. By the time they had 
reached Barbados, as heroes, they had spent 24 days on the sea. An interesting record 
which needs no hyperbole.

Judith Kruger panics after her first baby is born, and vitiated by anxiety to 
the point where she can no longer function- she takes an overdose of sedatives.

It would seem that the only reason for another long book on the Battle of 
Gettysburg must be for the author's own satisfaction, which is obviously true of this 
excellent volume by the author of Tall Men, The Incredible Casanova, etc. Stating 
that his object is to "picture the battle in the round” the author tells the story 
without bias, presenting both sides, telling of officers, terrain, civilians, etc.;

why Meade (to whom he feels due credit has never been given) did not pursue victory.

In this readable book the author of many other historical studies (two books 
on Christopher Marlowe; Lewis & Clark, Partners in Discovery; Background to Glory, etc. ) 
writes of spies, both British and American, in the War of Independence, of plots and 
counter plots, narrow escapes, failures and successes. His sources, largely based on the 
papers of Sir Henry Clinton of the British Army, show many respected Americans spied for 
the British: Dr. Benjamin Church of Boston, Director of Hospitals for the Continental Army, 
who for years was General Gage's secret agent; Major Thompson of the New Hampshire Militia;

* Mr. Montague, the distinguished and widely read anthropologist and social com- 
mentator (The Cultured Man; On Being Human) has written an extremely valuable, common- 
sensical and continuously fascinating survey of just about everything that is known today 
about human heredity. His sometimes debatable viewpoint is that heredity does not pre- 
determine man's genetic fate; instead, environment acting upon heredity factors, reduce 
the genes to potential factors. Beginning with a thorough and well presented outline of 
just what genes and chromosomes are, Mr. Montague proceeds to cover the human body, 
inside and out, in relation to them. The language is always clear and precise, sometimes 
witty; and, in his chapter on man's individual responsibility to protest continued A-Bomb 
Tests, passionately indignant. A calm and clever debunker, Mr. Montague is at his best 
in his chapters devoted to once and for all destroying the myth that heredity is passed a 
through the bloodstream itself, and the illogical pseudo-science used in the studies on 
the Jukes-Kallikak families. There is a comprehensive checklist of man's hereditary 
diseases and characteristics, plus their rate of incidence, plus a personally selected 
bibliography of the best books in print on genetics and related anthropology. All in all, 
this should become, within a very short time, a standard in its field for student, pro- 
fessional and the lay reader.

“Flying is hours and hours of boredom broken by moments of sheer terror"- this 
maxim of some of the boys in the Strategic Air Command had its sharpest demonstration in 
1958, when a B-47, flying at 34,000 feet, caught fire and had an explosion in the fusilage.

Brooks, Van Wyck Dutton 
HOWELLS: His Life and World $5.f5 OO 


While this grows out of The Confident Years: 1885-1915, stems back to 
New England: Indian Summer and integrates closely with The Ordeal of Mark Twain and 
The Pilgrimage of Henry James, aS a biography and a study of an era it stands firmly 
on its own feet. To most of us Howells would be instantly numbered with the leading 
figures in American literary world shortly before our times - but too many would be 
hard put to it to name more than perhaps two or three of his novels, notably of 
course The Rise of Silas Lapham and The Quality of Mercy. And yet from these pages 
he emerges as the key to a literary age that spanned more than fifty years, an 
American novelist who set a wholly new goal for not only himself but others, who 
was more than the American Trollope, who was an immensely vital influence on writers 
of his time. Any student of American mores of the half century he dominated would 
have to turn to his writings for the customs, traditions, shibboleths, intellectual 
patterns of those days. When he died in 1920 he had outlived many aspects of his 
era; but for the greater part of his years his was the panorama in literature from 
the Ohio of his youth to New England, New York, the South; to Europe,- England, 
Italy, Spain where he stood for the best America had to offer. Respect, admiration, 
affection - these were indubitably well earned. An indefatigable writer, a sincere 
craftsman, a creator of characters and an interpreter of situations that peopled 
his novels against recognizable backgrounds- this is the William Dean Howells, 
novelist, critic, essayist, world traveler, who "swept the whole horizon of his 
time". If at times one feels that Van Wyck Brooks has subordinated the man to his 
works, possibly this was because his work was his world. As a portrait of a half 
century of literary America it has once again an evocative sensitive and nostalgic 
quality for all who care to turn back the leaves.

Readable and historically accurate, this new addition to the ever-burgeoning 
flood of Civil War books tells the story of Morgan's 2nd Kentucky Cavalry, famous as 
"Morgan's Raiders" for lightning and devastating raids against the North. Organized 
in Sept. 1861 under John Hunt Morgan, Mexican War veteran and violent Secessionist, 
and his pint-sized brother-in-law Basil Duke, the Raiders, calling themselves 
"alligator horses," magnificent and fearless horsemen, for years fought a guerrilla 
war against the North, capturing supplies, harassing troops, intercepting telegraph 
messages, plundering and burning; invading Ohio and Indiana in the summer of 1863 , 
they were defeated and many were captured and brutally imprisoned; later, escaped 
and exchanged Raiders reformed and fought again, but after Morgan's death in Sept., 
1864 ,they drifted apart, some to Canada to join the abortive "Great Conspiracy" 
against the Union, others, fighting even after Appomattox, to form the last escort 
for Jefferson Davis and his family in their spectacularly mismanaged effort at 
escape. Accurate and frequently exciting, this well documented book should appeal 
to the usual Civil War buffs and addicts of derring-do; an excellent if minor addi- 
tion to Civil War records, it should find a place in public and historical libraries.

Here, iy 
too, are six women, among them "Molly Pitcher," who manned her husband's cannon when he 

was killed, the legendary Nancy Hart of the South, and most interesting of them all, 
Deborah Sampson, who enlisted and fought as a man and who is buried at West Point.

is inevitable in a book such as this one the tales tend to turn monotonous and practicing 
historians will deplore its one-sided viewpoint. But devotees of stories of American as 
opposed to British heroism will enjoy it; although in no way written down it should appeal 
to teen-age students of the Revolution and because of its biographies of little-known 
eo figures it should find a place in American historical libraries.

This handsome book is apparently designed for the gift trade- but over and above 
its decorative aspects, it offers a social history of wine and spirit drinking from one 
man's highly personal point of view. Along the way, there is a good deal of fascinating 
information about the making of the great wines- in Waugh's opinion these are Bordeaux, 
Burgundies and Champagnes- is unobtrusively provided- and the chapters on Waugh's visits 
to Spain (for sherry) and Portugal (for port) gives him the opportunity to indulge in the 
kind of travel writing he does best. There are further discussions on the great wines of 
Madeira, on the rise of certain hard liquors (whiskey and gin) to a popularity Mr. Waugh 
feels is justified.

This would appear to be mostly for old California hands and sailing buffs.

In the foreword, Miss Stevens tells us that she has never approved of the 
life story "as told to --" and this is, therefore, a straight third-person biography, 
based on information which she has furnished Mr. Crichton. Miss Stevens was born 
in the Bronx, on a date which is never revealed, of mixed Jewish and Norwegian 
parentage, and has led a life of satisfying and almost unbroken artistic success. 

The story of her early training in this country and Europe, of her happy marriage to 
the Hungarian actor, Walter Surovy, and the accounts of her various debuts are all 
set forth in curiously uncompelling prose. One thing the biography does make clear, 
and that is the tremendous amount of work it requires to turn out a singer, or 
singing actor, of the first rank. Miss Stevens now commands top salary at the 
Metropolitan Opera (an almost unheard of achievement for a mezzo-soprano) and in the 
concert world. It is apparent that she has earned it. It's problematical whether 
this book wins many new admirers for the lady who has been hailed by some as the best 
Carmen of our day, but it will be very welcome to those who already are her devotees.

For those who would like to be weaned from the weed but Who Can't Quit, 
this is the first positive program since Herbert Brean's How to Stop Smoking (1951) 
and it offers far more extensive psychological preparation as well as some drug 
therapy. Surprisingly enough, Mr. King does not recommend not smoking~- unless you 
have certain physical difficulties- or you are a real addict (there are tests here 
to determine the degree of your dependence). And for those who want to kick the 
habit, there is the system he has developed (it has worked very successfully with 
several hundred people) which consists of certain psychological and mechanical 
conditioning measures three weeks before the day of abstinence- as well as an ad- 
ditional three week program of aids to follow along with certain medication (to be 
obtained with the help of your physician). Sounds like a sure cure for any or all 
takers.

The title of this book refers, in a typically ironic way, to the alarm 
with which the author, a resident of San Diego, California, views the tendency of 
tourists to come to California for a visit and then never leave, Assuming, for the 
sake of not entirely humorous argument, that eventually the waves of incoming popu- 
lation will begin to push each other off the continent, Mr. Miller proceeds to a 
leisurely, not to say lackadaisical, inspection of the islands off the California 
coast. Since, except for Santa Catalina, Santa Cruz and Santa Rosa, most of these 
are uninhabitable except by goats, the prospects for colonization do not seem bright. 
The motivating power of the book lies in the author's deep-seated allergy for almost 
all mankind except abalone fishermen, and all the works of modern civilization, 
especially as manifest in the negotiations of the San Diego chamber of commerce. 
Along the way one picks up a good bit of information about seals, sea lions, sea 
elephants and whales... A small, somewhat special discussion piece- to arouse or 
amuse this part of the country.

TOO MANY ASIANS $3.95 


This is a rather thorough study of Asia's population dilemma from the Malthu- 
sian point of view. The author sees Asia's attempts to improve her standard of living 
thwarted by an uncontrollable population rise. He advocates an Asia-wide campaign, 
backed by the West, to spread the good word about family planning among the millions of 
ignorant peasants whose per capita income is about $50 a year. Like all Malthusians, 
the author pays little attention to the basic psychological or emotional needs of es- 
sentially primitive people for whom life on an animal level has no point whatever unless 
there are lots of children around. To expect millions of impoverished, illiterate Asians 
to respond to so sophisticated an idea as family planning is like expecting them to wear 
stockings before they even wear shoes. Nevertheless, as a study of Asia's acute economic 
situation the book is extremely valuable. It reveals how little is actually being done 
not only by the West but by the Asians themselves- with the exception of Japan and Com- 
munist China- to industrialize in depth and raise the general standard of living. A 
massive program of investment and development to help the average Asian increase his 
purchasing power seems to be the only way toward improvement. It is a timely discussion- 
worth more attention than it may receive.

THE SILENT WAR IN TIBET $3.95 


Among the very few visitors from the United States who have been permitted to 
enter Tibet, Lowell Thomas, Jr. and his father are quite qualified to speak to the world 
on the current state of affairs in this country.

* The Atlantic Non-fiction Prize Winner is an outspoken, personal and usually 
interesting autobiography of a Hungarian writer who, in voicing the best hopes and 
interests of his country, also patterned the ideological reverses it experienced- 
from anti-Naziism to pro-Marxism to anti-Communism. As such its significance is 
dualistic; and if it is more superficial, and never as reflective as say- Arthur 
Koestler- in exposing the dynamics and dialectics of Communism, it still gives as 
complete and contemporary a record of the Soviet program of tyranny through terror- 
ization as has been written in the past few years. Mr. Paloczi-Horvath as a very 
young man turned against his wealthy, Calvinist, landowning family and became a 
liberal-intellectual journalist. In 1941, as Hitler came into Hungary, he got out 
and worked as a propagandist under the British. He returned to Hungary after the 
war, with many hopes for the new regime- the "progressive, flexible Communists" who 
used him for a time as an "inside-the-party fellow traveler", and then arrested and 
interned him. A great deal of the book documents this period of 1,832 days during 
which he resisted the many methods of coercion used in order to secure a "confession" 
and the mock trial techniques before, under Imre Nagy, he secured his release. For 





a time, during the thaw, and before the Revolt, he was able to write freely- politically- 


until he was forced to escape over the border into Austria, this time with a wife 
and small son..... All in all, his book (which was begun in prison- one of "mental 
diversions" along with the almost cover to cover reading of the Encyclopedia Brit- 
tanica) is the personal story of an emotional intellectual in search of a faith to 
live by; and it is particularly valuable as a record of his country's bitter exper- 
ience and stubborn endurance.

ABRAHAM LINCOLN, A NEW PORTRAIT $4.00 


This "new portrait” of Lincoln is more a composite one than a new one, for 
although the book, a collection of essays by authorities on Lincoln, is designed 
"to display the enormous range of Lincoln's arresting personality and to interpret 
some of its puzzling paradoxical features" the resulting picture of Lincoln is much 
the same as that known to history and accepted by legend. Some of the essays are 
excellent, others less so, among the best being "Lincoln, the Lawyer" by William H. 
Townsend; "Lincoln as a Politician" by David Donald, “Lincoln's Journey to Greatness" 
by Philip Van Doren Stern; others include "Lincoln as a Plain Man of the People," 
"Lincoln and Democracy," "Lincoln, Man of God," “Lincoln in Shirt Sleeves,” “Lincoln 
and Music,” etc.; in addition there are excerpts from his writings, speeches and 
sayings, a few poems about him, a well-known account of him by his law partner, 
William H. Herndon, and a brief bibliography. Not too carefully edited -- one 
Lincoln anecdote is repeated in four different essays -- and frequently ponderous, 
this book, interpretative rather than historical, will hold little appeal for average 
readers, although it should interest collectors of Lincolniana and find a place in 
more extensive American historical libraries.

In April of 1954 Nikolai Khokhlov, former Soviet secret agent, announced his 
defection from the secret services at a press conference called by U.S. authorities in 
Bonn. Subtitled The Testament of a Soviet Secret Agent this is a record of his intel- 
ligence activities since 1941 when he was recalled from the front to the NKVD. He was 
prepared for partisan work behind German lines and was responsible for the liquidation e 


of Kube, the Nazi "Butcher" of Byelorussia, the most spectacular feat of his wartime 
career. During eight years spent in Military Intelligence he posed at various times as 

a German, a Pole, later became a Rumanian citizen. When he returned to Moscow he was 
anxious to leave the service and, encouraged by his wife, began to refuse assignments. 
Finally ordered to Frankfort for the planned assassination of a Russian emigre revolu- 
tionary, the doubts he had always felt about the justice of the Soviet regime became 
convictions and he exposed the plot to Okolovich who put him in contact with the Americans. 
American agents at first found it difficult to accept his story: it was too idealistic. 
But eventually they agreed to remove his wife and child to the American Embassy in Moscow 
in exchange for his publicized defection to the West. The Americans blundered after 
Khokhlov had already exposed his family and he ends his book on this desperate note. The 
author of this intriguing record has received wide publicity in numerous interviews, 
Saturday Evening Post and U.S. News and World Report.

Jones, Nard Little, Brown 
THE GREAT COMMAND — $5.00 


Themed by the story of the Whitmans, Marcus and Narcissa, this book tells 
the story of Oregon before 1850 and the men and women who helped form the state, 
fur-traders, explorers, Indians, and above all missionaries, who came there in the 
romantic movement of the 1830's and 40's, the most famous of them being the Whitmans. 
In 1836 the Whitmans, newly married, started West with another missionary couple, 
the critical and bigoted Spaldings, and a wagon. The wagon failed to reach Oregon 
but the two women did, the first white women to cross the continent, and Narcissa's 
delightful journal of the trip is one of the classics of Western travel. Settling 
at Waiilatpu on the Walla Walla River, the Whitmans built a mission and school, 
farm and dairy. In 1842 Marcus, tactless and dedicated, went East to plead for 
his mission (not, as legend now insists, to save Oregon from the English and the 
Jesuits), to return with the "Great Migration" of 1843, helping steer 1000 emigrants 
to his country. On November 29, 1847, the Cayuse Indians, a dangerous tribe against 
whom Whitman had been warned, fell on the mission, butchering the Whitmans and eight 
others, a massacre for which some missionaries blamed the innocent Jesuits whom they 
hated. Highly readable and written with humor and selectivity, this book will appeal 
chiefly to Oregonians, students of American history and the missionary movement, and 
to non-historians interested in historical biography and the story of western ex- 
pansion.

THE LAST TUDOR KING $5.00 


This is the first study of the boy King, the only surviving son of the 
effulgent Henry VIII, a sickly boy, previously portrayed as both a prig and a prude 
while a very precocious one, who came to the throne before he was ten years old and 
died before he was sixteen. Miss Chapman's portrait is the work of a serious 
historian and-a responsible biographer and she has had access to all the material 
available to try and re-interpret the boy who has perplexed her predecessors. Her 
dual purpose here is to suggest that Edward was an intelligent and spirited boy, 
often underestimated by his advisers although he was the victim of the intrigues of 
the Duke of Somerset and the Earl of Warwick. Secondly, that the importance of his 
short reign has been undervalued. While recording and interpreting the political 
and ecclesiastical and social events which lent significance to his reign, she has 
never permitted interest in the character of the boy himself to be dimmed, so that 
this work=- while perhaps not easily recognizable in its appeal to a more general 
audience- has many insights and dimensions to offer the concerned student of this

Iversen, Robert W. Harcourt, Brace 
THE COMMUNISTS AND THE SCHOOLS $7 50 


In the Fund for the Republic series on Communism in American Life, this is 
an exhaustive, authoritative and non-partisan study of “Communist activity within 
the American educational system, its nature, magnitude and import”. While the school 
is an area where many tensions co-exist (between parents and teachers, the school 
and the community), and while the young provide the most fertile terrain for the 
spirit of rebellion, surprisingly enough the schools have remained really untouched 
by Communism. It is almost impossible to seduce the young (or to impose ideas on 
them) within the classroom and most indoctrination has been accomplished on the 
outside for what was at best a "student flirtation”. Professor Iverson's imoressive 
study begins with the at first disorganized efforts from 1914 on; the later formula- a 
tion of a party line in education (although Browder doubted its success) and John 
Dewey's report and resistance (although his methods- misused- led to classroom 
anarchy). From the first tactic, the undermining of authority, to the creation of 
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"front" organizations", to the attempt to gain control of the Teachers Union, the in- 
fluence extends in the '30's as the “Communists go to college". Both before and after 
World War II, this details the reactions of the press, the politicians, the public; the 
postwar vigilantes who conducted their investigation- the private Red hunts- the 
"Congressional Confessional" and the cold war too brought its increased pressure, with 
more cautious attitudes in the classroom and on the campus as a direct result. The 
summation here however leaves little doubt of the limited success Communism has had in 
this particular area, while leading inevitably- in certain cases- to the victimation of 
the innocent.

JEFFERSON DAVIS $6.75 


Documented but frankly biased in viewpoint, this second volume of a lengthy 
3-volume biography of Jefferson Davis (also a history of the Confederacy) presents from 
the Southern point of view the years of the Civil War from Mgrch 4, 1861, the day of 
Lincoln's inauguration, to January 1, 1864. Stating that Davis was the only possible 
choice for the presidency, the author tells of the formation of the Confederacy under 
his leadership, its rise in political and military importance, the efforts to obtain 
foreign recognition, the wrangles of generals and politicians, defeats and victories and 
social life, the high mark of Gettysburg, and the beginning of ultimate defeat. Picturing 
Davis as an innate aristocrat who never swerved from the theme that "consistence and 
moral law should govern his political decisions," the author also without intention shows 
him to have been a long-winded, pious, somewhat humorless man devoted to his family, 
friends and nobility of purpose, but who lacked the tough ingredients of real leadership. 
Although the book is a valuable addition to Civil War history and biography, some 
Southerners as well as Northerners and unbiased readers on both sides may question certain 
of its statements and omissions; its greatest appeal will be to Southern sympathizers and 
to Civil War historians and students.

THE MOON CAR $2.95 


The Moon Car consists of Hermann Oberth's theoretical and practical suggestions 
for a method of travel on the moon once man is able to finally launch himself into actual 
space exploration. In three short sections he discusses in detail (1) the principle 
considerations for vehicle travel on the moon, (2) construction and operation, and (3) 
testing and development of a spherical, gyro balanced, solar energized, tractor vehicle 
that can be built and tested on the earth for future operation on the surface of the moon. 
Author of pioneering works about interplanetary travel, this is another pioneering study 
in which he attempts to consider and solve all the problems attendent upon designing, 
manufacturing and operating a "moon car." His fairly technical though abundantly illus- 
trated discussigns puts this book above the reach of the average reader, and perhaps even 
those with only a general background in science.

THE LOST CITIES OF AFRICA $6.50

cultures beyond Egypt- the kingdoms of the old Sudan- of the West Coast on which 
Ghana has been built- of the East coast which has exchanged since early Greek times 
em enriching trade with Arabia, India and China. His final chapters are devoted 
to the splendid walled cities of Zimbabwe and Mapungubwe claimed by romanticists 
to be King Solomon's mines. These reveal an advanced tribal civilization, a mono- 
theistic religious ritual, and an Iron Age Culture. What this circumspect scholar 
sets out to prove is that the Negro is not a man without a past. He has set his 
course by a conservative estimate of the archaeological record and has refrained from 
speculation. He has also determined that the Sahara, some hundred years ago, was 
not the dry desert of today- but the route over which Egyptian culture was carried 
westward. And he probes the reasons for the decline of the African from a civiliza- 
tion which compared well with that of Europe in the 10th and llth centuries, at- 
tributes much of it to the fact that Africa was isolated from the fast-moving indus- 
trial revolution which re-shaped Europe, much to the coming of the European to this 
land who doomed the people here much in the same way as the European destroyed the 
Indians of Mexico and South America.... This study brings up much new material and 
it is written with sympathy and insight; while it is perhaps too extensive for the 
general reader, it should be of tremendous interest to historians, archaeologists 
and anthropologists.

The sole virtue of this volume is that it gathers in one place basic 
impressions of twenty-one world political leaders and the problems of their countries. 
Otherwise, this book is surprisingly lacking in substance or depth. For the most 
part it presents a number of familiar personality stereotypes mouthing some very 
familiar ideological and political cliches. The profiles and interviews barely 
penetrate the surface or say anything that hasn't been said before many times and in 
many places about the emergent countries, the Arabs, the Communists, the French, etc. 
The author, Washington correspondent for the Christian Science Monitor, completed a 
30,000 mile trip around the world to gather the material for this book. Actually 
he could have saved himself the trouble and spent a week in the periodical section 
of a good public library and obtained the same information. This is the kind of un- 
sophisticated, general survey that might be best used as a primer in world politics 
for high school students or the completely uninformed adult.

The co-author of A Dictionary of Antiques and the Decorative Arts (1957- 
Scribner) amplifies her previous work in a chronological review of domestic furniture 
from Greek and Roman to Colonial and Federal times. The form consists of an overall 
presentation of the style of the period, which includes, where possible, the names 
of designers and craftsmen, which is followed by details of individual pieces - 
chairs, tables, chests, couches, beds, desks, materials, upholstery, etc.; the intro- 
duction of new articles - clocks, wallpaper, spoon and pipe racks, etc. - are noted 
as are influences and adaptions from country to country and period to period. Gothic, 
Renaissance, Italian, Spanish, English, French, Dutch, Flemish and Chinese develop- 
ments are followed from the simple forms to the complex, from the early times of 
scarcity to the later with its abundance, from the crudities of early execution and 
design to the skillful and delicate productions of experienced workmen.

SAINT TERESA: A Journey in Spain $3.95 


This book is as much an account of the author's pilgrimage to the birth- 
place of the Spanish saint and a retracing of the travels of the founder of the 
Reformed Carmelites as it is a study of Saint Teresa herself. From the outset, the 
reader realizes that Miss Hamilton's quest for a true picture of Saint Teresa has 
been a tremendous emotional experience, but the success of her search is open to 
question. The author's obvious adoration of the Spanish saint tends to color her 
portrait, and although we get glimpses here and there of the saint as a woman, Teresa 
really comes to life only briefly in the latter portion of the book. Source material 
is apparently sketchy and this may account for the incomplete picture- although 
much of the material used has been drawn from the saint's own writings. It is very 
much the same type of spiritual journey Elizabeth Hamilton made to the Holy Land in 
Put Off Thy Shoes (1958) and it is an impressionable, interpretive record with a 
particular religious stress.

Francis Leary has written an authoritative as well as provocative set of 
four portraits of 15th century personages of France and England. His first is that 
of Jeanne d'Arc, and traces in minute detail the trials, battles and final martyrdom 
of the French saint of Lorraine. Rene d'Anjou and his daughter, Marguerite, whom 
he married off to the impotent but kindly English monarch- Henry VI- are next in this 
gallery. Here details of the struggle for power between the Houses of Lancaster and 
York and the battles which ensued are vivid. The last to sit is Richard III, the 
alleged murderer of the little princes. Readers of Mr. Leary's earlier novels (most 
recently Fire and Morning- Putnam- 1957) will remember his command of this complex 
period, here applied to the life and intrigue of Richard and the endless struggle 
between the houses of Lancaster and York. Several appendices amplify the author's 
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conclusions on many controversial points including the theory that the real Jeanne d'Arc 
was allowed to escape, on the true father of Margaret d'Anjou's son, and the continuing 
mystery of the murder of the princes in the Tower. It is a fine piece of scholarship- 
and Mr. Leary is a writer of considerable style and spirit. One might designate a market 
among those who like the more serious writers in this medium- say Dorothy Charques and 
Alfred Duggan.
